A summary of all reports received : 


by “The Tribune” last night and 
early this morning indicates condi- 
tions in Ohio and Indiana to be 
about as follows: 


Revised estimates of the loss in 
Dayton give ground for hope the 
dead in all sections will not exceed 

1,000 and may go below that figure, 
Daring investigators who penetrated 
the flooded section found hundreds. 
of persons safe who it was feared 
were lost.| Unless swelled by the 
death list in the foreign settlement 
on the north side, yet unreached, 
there may not be more than 200 
dead in the whole city. Many res- 
cued, Hotel reported destroyed by 
fire safe. Estimates are that 70,000 
persons were marooned in district. 
The property damage in the city is 
figured at $25,000,000, 

There was far heavier loss of life 
in the west side of Columbus, O., 
than was |thought. One estimate 
placed the number of dead at more 
than 600.

Latest reports from Zanesville are 
that 150 lives are believed to have 
been lost there. A score of build- 
ings collapsed.

Nothing 
could be learned of the conditions in 
the towns least of Zanesville.

Charles H. Thatcher and Wife Among 
Three Hundred Refugees Who Ar- 
rived in Safety at Laporte, Ind.

Laporte, Ind., March 27.—[Specia!.}—Three 
hundred. refugees from Peru, Ind., including 
nearly:100 school children, arrived here tu- 
night. They told stories of terrible suffering. 

In the party was Charlies H. Thatcher and 
his wife of Chicago. Mr. Thatcher is am- 
ployed by the Lewis ) Publishing company ané 
had been-in. Peru on business for that firm. 

I had started with my wife to take a train 
for Chicago,’’ he said,‘ when we found that 
the flood Had cut us off. We were forced to 
retreat to a house and there we were ma- 
rooned. 

“ Early last night a man rowed up to the 

house in a boat. There were about twenty 
persons there at that time. He stopped 
within hailing distance and then shouted 
across the water that he would take two of us 
out for $50. 
_“ One man and his wife and child were will- 
ing to pay that sum if he would carry them 
goland. He refused to doit and in the midst 
of the argument rowed off. Then some one 
in the crowd fireda shot. Wedid not see who 
did it. The man fell out of the boat and in 
the morning we could see the body tangled 
in some débris. 

“We were taken out of the housé@ this 
afternoon and landed at a point from which 
we were able to walk two miles to the train 
that brought us into Laporte.”

Made frantic by the scarcity of news from 
the flood districts, many persons sought the 
assistance of THE TRIBUNE yesterday in get- 
ting word front relatives.’ 

Many of the inquirers had tramped' from 
one railroad station to another in an effort 
to get a train to the point where their rela- 
tives Are marooned. When ull attempts had 
failed to get any kind of transportation into 
the flooded districts, THE TRIBUNE was ap- 
pealed to.

By 
them Chicagoans were able to learn how 
near to the worst sections of the flood their 
relatives lived. Anxiety was shown by many 
whose friends did not live within many miles 
of thé cities reported flooded, but with whom 
they were unable to get in communication.

The 
Bearss hotel continues to serve two meals 
a day to its crowd of marooned traveling 
men. The prices have not been raised 
here or in other restaurants.

“That there has been so little loss of 
life in this overwhelming calamity must be 
credited to the self-sacrificing spirit of your 
strongest men. With the danger of im- 
mediate loss of life averted, there springs 
up a spirit of lawlessness, and there increases 
the liability to disease. Today I will im- 
pres¢ on the governor the necessity of co- 
operation between the state board of health 
and your local physicians.” 


STORIES OF LOOTING. 

Mayor Kruger stated: “ We have two 
or three weeks of difficulties ahead. A\l- 
ready* there has occurred looting.

The relief committee issued an ap- 
peal,'urging outsiders who come to Peru 
as curiosity seekers to keep away, “as 
there are now more mouths to feed than 
there are provisions.” 


SENDS SUFFERERS AWAY. 

The relief committee hopes to be re- 
lieved of the temporary care of 3,000 ad- 
ditional people by sending them to neigh- 
boring towns. Food is growing scarce. 
Two railroads are bringing provisions 
within half a mile of the city, but the 
boats cannot transport the food rapidly 
enough to the center of distribution, 
Harry Lumley, a train dispatcher, lay on 
a table all day Wednesday in the Lake 
Erie station, in which there was two feet 
of water, and kept open the line for relief 
trains. 

A Lake Erie relief train, which pulled 
up to the canning factory in the northeast 
part of town, took out of the factory 200 
persons marooned there three days. They 
were taken to towns along that road and 
cared for by the local authorities. 


DISEASE BREAKS OUT. 

Disease has broken out in the form of 
more than fifty cases of diphtheria, measles, 
and mumps, among children of the destitute 
flood victims. Physicians fear an epidemic 
of typhoid from drinking the contaminated 
water flowing in the streets, and are taking 
every precaution to curb outbreaks of dis- 
ease. It will be two or three weeks before 
the water works can be resumed. The only

Watchers on Hilltops See Many 
Swept Away When Levee 
Breaks. 


Columbus, 0O., March 27.—{Special.}— 
Scores, possibly hundreds, are believed to 
have perished in the west part of Columbus. 


The figures are based on a report made to the 
Columbus’ Dispatch by reporters who: had 


finally been able te make their way into the 
district. Since the flood began West Colum- 
ous has been isolated from the rest of the 
city. 

The reporters told of frightful conditions. 
Hundreds of persons are shelter and 
many have had no food for twenty-four houra, 
The reporters are corroborated by watchers 
op & hill top overlooking the west side. 

First direct communication with the district 
was Obtained at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 

en an undertaker named Osmond said over 

telephone he had nineteen bodies in his 

morgue and that he had eee eer 
inore funerals, 

He estimated the number of dead tn the 
United Brethern church on the west side as 
200. From 100 to 150 bodies, he said, are 
submerged in Avondale avenue About 300 
more, he said, are lying in West Park avenue. 


Bodice Fill Two Trucks. 

Col. D. N. Oyser, an attaché of the city 
sanitary department, reported two truck- 
loads of bodies had been removed from one 
point on the west gide. Hundredsof persona, 
he said, were marooned in flooded homes, at- 
tempts to rescue them having been thwarted 
by the swift current. 

The break in the levee near Central ave- 
nue washed everything before it. Not. a 
house is standing on Glenwood avenue and 
many of the parsilel streets are denuded of 
bulldings, Fire Chief Lauer, who was sur 
rounded by water and took refuge on a hill 
top, said he saw scores of persons swept 
away as they stood on the porches of their 
houase waiting for the, Seog te, come Comm 
on. them. 

Gov. Cox during the day issued a prociama- 
tion declaring a holiday in all districts flood- 
ed in Ohio for the next ten days. This was 
done to protect negotiable paper. Another 
proclamation issued by the governor said 
money is the most urgent need of the flood 
suffererg. It is impossible, he said, owihg to 
the condition of the railroada, to get in sup- 
piles from the outside, and provisions can 
best bé bought in the neighborhood of the 
communities devastated.

Dr. Cobb Will Take Charge of Organiza- 
tion of Relief Work in Stricken In- 
diana Towns, 


Acting under orders from Surgeon General 
Blue at Washington, Dr. C. O. Cobb, surgeon 
in charge of the marine hospital service in 
Chicago, will leave today for the scene of 
the Indiana floods.

The Commonwealth Edison company 
owns the most efficient electric generating 
plant procurable, and by the diversification 
of its load is enabled to produce electricity 
atan exceedingly low rate per kllowatt hour. 

Probably it can, if it will, profitably fur- 
mish electricity to the city of Ohicago for 
street lighting at a less cost than the city 
can operate a steam power house exclusively 
for street lighting. 

. However, it has been clearly pointed out 
and proven beyond question that all the pub- 
lic power using appliances should be oper- 
ated on one comprehensive plan so that 
water works and street lights, school build- 
ings, police stations, parks, hospitals, 
bridges, and sewage pumping stations should 
be operated from one system; just as the 
street lighting, county hospital, city hall, 
Thirty-ninth street pumping station, the 
Twenty-second street water works, and the 
park systems now operate together et a 
less cost than the other power consuming 
utilities. 

Under such a system of cobrdination the 
publi¢ could supply ftself with electricity 
and power, even when produced from coal, 
at much lower cost than the Commopwealth 
Edison company can afford to furnish the

but the lymph glands are badly punished, in 
fact may die. The bacilli may never get into 
the system. Sometimes they get by and set 
up an ordinary consumption. 

Behring and Harbitz think a great deaf’ 
of the consumption is due to bacilli that have 
escaped from the glands, Other authorities 
do not give this route of infection go much 
prominence. 

Ln scrofula, in addition to the enlargement 
of the glands of th&neck, there is trouble 
in the mouth, nose, and throat. A dis- 
tinguished Frenchman, Velpean, once wrote: 

“The patients, even the physicians, get 
engrossed with the swelling in the neck aad 
forget the conditions in the mouth, tonsils, 
teeth, nose, and throat which lie back of the 
neck condition.”

“ Thirty-six states have introduced bills 
modeled after that of Kansas and if these 
become laws bondmen will have to wait for 
their securities to be approved by the states 
where they wish to do business. This will 
cause us an untold amount of trouble and we 
will not know where we are or what we are 
doing.”

Freeport, Ill, March 27.—[Special. }—Gen. 
Smith D. Atkins, editor of the Freeport Jour- 
nal, is dead. He was appointed postmaster 
here by President Johnson and had retained 
the office ever since, except during the 
Cleveland administration. 

He was born at Elmire, N. Y., on June 9, 
1836, and came to Illinois with his parents 
in 1846. He became a printer and estab- 
lished the Gazette at Mount Morris, IL, in 
1853. He was admitted to the-Dar in 1855, 
and he stumped the state for Lincoln in 1860. 

In 1861, while trying a case in court as 
state's attorney, a telegram was received for 
the first call for troops. He tmmediately 
drew up an enlistment roll and headed the 
list with his own name. Later, for gallant 
service at Fort Donelson, he was promoted 
to a majorship. He became a colonel in 
19862, and after that was brevetted drigadier 
general and major general. 

He was a familiar figure in many Repubd- 
lican comventione and was an active cam- 
paigner for his party.

“There are about $5,000 ‘women arrested In 
the state of Illinois every year for some pub- 
lic offense. What becomes of these women?” 
We want a& commission of women appointed 
by the ernor of Milinois to gather them up 
and make good women of them,” said Mrs. 
Minona 8. Jones at a banquet under the aus- 
pices of the reformatory committee of the Il- 
linois Woman's Democratic league in the Audi- 
torlum hotel last night. | 

The committee is supporting a bill intro- 
ducéd in the Tilinois legislature by Represen- 
tative Henry M. Ashton, which calls for the 
creation of a woman’s state reformatory con- 
ducted by @ woman's board of commissioners. 

Mrs.. Jones: replied ‘to charges said to have 
been made against her that she had been in- 
subordinatae in supporting the bill before the 
league could act upon it. 

“Over my desk at home” she said, “is a 
motto— Don’t Believe It '—and I am trying to 
live up to that sentiment, 

“T have no apologies to make for becoming 
interested in establishing a woman's reforma™ 
tory, and no matter if there are bitter jeal- 
ousies or boulders rolled in our path, I am go~- 
ing to take my medicine, and this splendid 
audience is most encouraging to future en- 
deavors. 

“Tt is time women be placed in charge of 
women and the men relieved of this duty. Our 
desire is to create a new state inatitution for 
this purpose. Massachusetts and Minnesota 
have such commissions, and Illinois and all 
other states should. There is no. central place 
in Illinois where data can be secured of fallen 
women. We demand a law whereby women 
may gather up these .fallen women and try 
to reform them. That's what this bill means.” 

Judge Michael F. Girten supported the move- 
ment for a state reformatory for women, say- 
ing, “Restraint means. good citizenship.” 

- “A& good spanking for bad boys and girls,” he 
said, “is medicine that will prove beneficial and 
may be the méans of saving them.

WIDOW INDICTED 
FOR HIS MURDER 

Bill Alleges She Caused His 


Death by Putting Arsenic in 
His Breakfast Food. 


Investigation Reveals Domestic 
| Disagreements Begun Soon 
After Marriage. 


MUCH DISPARITY IN THEIR AGES 


Piymouth, Mase., March 27.—Mra. Jessie 
Eaton was indicted today for the murder of 
her husband, Rear Admiral Joseph G. Eaton. 

The widow, who is 20 years the junior of 
the naval officer, wagarrested last Thu 

The indictment charges that Mre. Eaton 
placed arsenic in a cereal drink which the 
admirai took with his meals. 

The evidence upon which the widow was 
arrested revealed that much of the family 
life of the Watens had been unhappy. 


Death of Eaton Unexpected. 

Rear Admiral Baton died in his bed at the 
home in Norwell, where he lived with his 
wife, her mother, Mrs. George Harrison, and 
his stepdaughter, Dorothy Ainsworth. The 
death was unexpected and due, the other 
members of the family said, to an attack of 
indigestion which followed a too hearty meal 
of roast pork. 

Ciroumstances kd to an investigation, and, 
acoording te a statement by District Attor- 
ney Baker today, evidence of arsenic poison- 
ing was discovered by Prof. William F. Whit- 
ney, who analyzed the contente of the stom- 
ach. 

For ten days the authorities have known. 
that the rear admire! died of arsenic poison- 
Ing, and their efforts have been directed to 
finding where and by whom the poison was 
obtained and to laying bare the homie life of 
the Baton family. 

Strife in the Family, 

In the fitet quest they have not been suc- 
cessful, the district attorney says. Along the 
second line of inquiry a wealth of evidence 
hes been furnished by members of the damily 
and neighbors. The picturé was not an alto- 
gether pleasant one. The rear admiral and 
his wife, who was twenty years his junior, 
did not always agree, it was said, regarding 
those who should be received at their home. 

Both had been married before. The rear 
admiral’s first wife was Mary Anne Varnum. 
They were married at Dracut in 1871 when 
he was a lieutenant in the navy. 

Soon after his retirgment from the navy in 
1905 Rear A@miral Eaton met Mrs. \ Jennie 
May Ainsworth, the daughter of George Har- 
rison of Alexandria, Va. Mrs. Ainsworth 
later divorced her husband, D. H. Ainsworth, 
an employé of the senate at Washington, 
and she and the admiral were married in 
1907, | 

Helped Woman Before Marriage. 

Their courtship was described by the ad- 
miral.in a statement which he made during | 
a brief estrangément from his wife four years 
ago. He said: 

“1 met Mrs. Ainsworth ih Chicago, and 
I thought she was a widow.. At that time, 
however, she was not actually divorced from 
her husband. It was not until just before my 
marriage that I learned she had a husband. 
Then she told me that her husband was alive 


"i and that she had just obtained a divorce from 


him on the grounds of drunkenness and ¢e- 
sertion. : 

“During the time I paid attention to her, 
knowing h straitened circume@tances and 
thinking her husband was dead, I helped to- 
ward the support of herself and@ ¢hildren. 
giving het money, though at the time I did 
not know for what purpose she waa using it.

“ You have been in this court several) times 
during the last week defending persons 
charged with violating the speed laws,’’ eaid 
Judge Fry. “If you are a city prosecutor 
you had better keep out of the defense of 
these cases. For you to come in here and 
appeal for sympatiiy and small fines as a 
prosecutor when men, women, and children 
are being run down every day on the streets 
of Chicago is inconsistent with your posi- 
tion. If your sympathies don’t permit you 
to prosecute this class of cases the city 
prosecutor hed better see that some one 
comes up here whose interest for the public 
welfare is paramount to his sympathy for 
the individual under arrest.”

FORTS BELEAGUERED FOR MONTHS 


SOPTA, March 27.—Detafis of the fan of 
Adrianople and the final days of the siege 
which led up to the genera) assault which 
resulted in the capture of the eity by the 
ermics of the Balkan alitte were secstved 
in dispatches today. 

The oficial account of the action, although 
couched in military terms and brief, sug- 
gest that the assault was accompanied by 
enormous losges on both sides. In the final 
assault the action developed into a hand te 
hand struggle between the opposing forces. 
The inner Turkish lines finally were car- 
ried at the point of the bayonet. 


The Gimpatches also show that the defence 
of Aérianople by the Turks forma one of 
the most remerkable military actions in the 
history of modern warfare. With the city 
besieged for several months, with almost 
daily bombardments, and lack of supplies 
wearing down the defenders, yet the Turks 
maintained their stand until the last. Then 
at the moment of defeat they burned their 
remaining stores and the great arsenal and 
Marted fires in various portions of the city. 


Official Account Gives Details, 

The officia) account of the operations in the 
eapture of Adrianople follows: 

“ The commander of the second army re- 
celved orders on March 28 to attack and carry 
the outlying positions of the Turks in the 
east section. The following day at 2 o'clock 
fire was opened in ali sections by the field 
batteries, the Turks replying with siege guns) 
The duel lasted until 8 o'clock in the evening. 

“Toward 8:30 o’clock next morning the 
Bulgarian infantry advanced on the Kum- 
ders, which they crossed at 4:15. At the same 
time the siege guns opened on the Turkish 
positions. 

“ The enemy replied with a violent infantry 
and artillery fire on the advancing columns, 
which, however, pushed forward, and a 
daybreak, at the point of the bayonet, car- 
ried the outlying positions. Twelve guns 
and 300 men were captured. 


Turks Offer Desperate Defense. 
“ Simultaneously the troopsin the southern 
section captured Pamulkryrty and carried on 
an offensive action against Ouktabir and 


pied the hill to the northwest of Kadikeul, 
and another Servian division captured MER- 
meéktohikeul. The Danube Servian — 
attacked Papastepe. 

“The siege artillery tried all day to master 
the Turkish guns and destroy ithe forts. 

Under cover of this the! troops of the eastern 
division continued to advance, and at 10 
o’clock reached within 800 yards of a fort, 
where 1,000 men and twenty-one guns were 
captured. These guns were at once brought 
into action against the enemy and other forts 
were taken. ~ 

“ During the night the infantry destroyed 
a series of artificial obstacles, and with day- 
break carried at the point of the bayonet the 
whole line of forts. The Turks began to de- 
stroy théir stores, the barracks, hospital, and 
other bulléings.*

One of the most interesting experiments is 
that at Hereford, where the town itself 
has bought a tract of eight acres inside !ts 
limits and leased it for eighty years to a 
stock company. 

By the end of that time the rent paid 
by the company will cover, not only inter. 
est but the purchase price of the land as 
well. ' Under the garden suburb plan only 
eighty-six houses have been built on the 
tract, and the rent for cottage and garden 
runs as low as $1.18 a week. 

Other garden suburbs are built up about 
a single large industry, something in the 
same way as Pullman and Gary were cre- 
ated by private fiat. One great lesson 
which the American builders of industria! 
towns can learn from the English garden 
suburbs is the folly of ovéerimproving the 
property, of making investments—particu- 
larly in the way of street pavements—so 
great that in order to get a fair return om 
the money it is necessary to charge rents 
higher than the poorer class of people can 
afford to pay.

REPLIES TO HIS CRITICS, 


Statement Calls Charges of 
Progressives ‘Indefinite 
and Trivial.” 


‘The eouncil record of Ald. T. K. Long, 
Republican, of the Sixth ward, which was 
attacked by the Progressives of the ward, 
was defended yesterday In a special bulletin 
issued by the Municipal Voters’ league. 

That Ald. Long’s votes upon important 
propositions and his genera! council record 
are worthy of commendation ie the substance 
of the special report. 

Answering ‘the criticism of the first report 
made by the league, its officers, through 
Kellogg Fairbank, discusses the objections 
made by the Progressives. 

When the Progressives objected to the in- 
dorsement of Mr. Long they were asked to 
file a bill of particulars. Failing to do so, 
the league report says, “‘ We cannot discuss 
imdefinite and trivial charges.” 


Absences Due to ‘Bereavement. 

In part the report, addressed to the Sixth 
Ward. Progressive club, says: 

“Your communication states: ‘ The rec- 
ords of the co ri meetings and committee 
meetings show, according to reports made 
to us, more than 33 1-3 per cent of absences. 
Those records are, of course. in your hands 
and have received study.’ These records in 
fact show that from April 1, 1911, to March 
25, 1912, there have been seventy meetings 
of the council. Ald. Long was present at 56, 
or 80 per cent of the total. Bight of these 
absences are directly attributable to a most 
deplorable personal bereavement. During 
the last year the committees: to which he 
belongs have held 127 meetings. Ald. Long 
attended 100, or 79 per cent. 

“Tn this connection the league also wishes 
to observe that it is not merely attendance 
at meetings but the value and quality of the 
work done which count, and in this particular 
Ald. Lone’s work has been valuable. 


Ability Valuable to City. 

‘In the gas, oll, and electric light commit- 
tee in discussing rates he was better in- 
formed and did:more to bring about a solu- 
tion of the rate question than any other mem- 
ber of the committee. Difficult and compli- 
cated questions were involved and the city 
was fortunate in having a man able to han- 
die them. 

“ His record as shown by his votes against 
violation of building ordinance has been 
good. He voted against the appropriation for 
voting machines; against the Field Wash- 
ington street tunnel ordinance in its original 
form, and for it after the size of the tunnel 
had beem reduced from 11,400 square feet to 
4,200 square feet, and the annual compen- 
sation raised from $3,200 to $5,000. He was 
absent when the milk ordinance was voted 
on at a special meeting of the council on 
Aug. 14, 1012. 

‘* He voted for investigation of the ‘ United 
Police’; for police investigation, and for po- 
lice reorganization. He voted against Al. 
Mahoney’s effort to revive ‘aldermanic 
courtesy " by sending an ordinance to com- 
mittee on etreets and alleys south fmstead 
of to committee on local industries. 


Praises Other Activities. . 

' “ He was one of the six aldermen who 
voted against the repeal of the ordinance 
under which the city derived considerable 
revenue as compensation for the use of sub- 
sidewalk space. His work on the committee 
on bathing beaches and on lake shore ree- 
lamation commission has been valuable. He 
was active in bringing about suits by the 
city and the attorney general to recover parts 
of the lake shore between the Chicago nae 
hotel and Grant park. 

“ There was nothing in Ald. Long's caaiais 
at any stage of the lake front controversy 
to indicate he was endeavoring to favor the 
Tilinocis Central railroad or any other special 
interests. There were certain questions of 
public policy presented about which msn 
might fairly differ and in the consideration 
of these Ald. Long was not a san of ej- 
ther group. He gave the matter his earnest 
attention and study with a view of arriving 
at a solution of the matter beneficial to the 
public.”
